INSTALLATION QUESTIONS 


1. How do | install my new version? 
Insert the MacLinkPlus CD and double-click on the installer. 


2. Do! need to turn extensions off before installing MacLinkPlus? 
You 00 NOT need to turn extensions off. 


3. Dol need the “activation key” that came on my invoice? 
Yes, you will need your registraton number and activation kay. Make sure 
you put these numbers in a safe place. You will need both if you have to 
reinstall MacLinkPlus in the future. 


, Where is my registration number and activation key? 
Your registration number can be found on the invoice you received with your 
upgrade (or on your registration card if this is a new purchase}. If you 
ordered this product directly from DataViz or have previously registered with 
DataViz you can find this information at httpy/www dataviz.cam/keys. Wa 
have also provided you with additional stickers containing your registration 
number and activation key, Put the stickers in a safe place in case you need 
to reinstall MacLinkPlus in the future. 


5. Will my new version of MacLinkPlus replace the old version on my system? 


Yes, if you have not renamed or moved your old MacLinkPlus folder, we will 
ask you if you want to remove old versions of MacLinkPlus during installation. 
If you choose not to remove old versions of MacLinkPlus, the old folder will 
be left on your computer (and you can trash it at any time). If you renamed 

or moved your old MacLinkPlus folder, we wall not remove it. Simply trash 

the old MacLinkPlus folder after installing the new version. 
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IMPORTANT OS X 
INFORMATION 


MacLinkPlus has always tried to take advantage of each operating system's 
unique functionality to provide our users with a relatively seamless translation 
experiance. However, due to major functionality differences between OS X and 
earlier versions of the operating system, some features of MacLinkPlus are 
unavailable in OS X. We have clearly marked those areas on the following 
pages for your convenience so you can select the appropriate instructions. 
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TRANSLATING FILES 


WORD PROCESSING, SPREADSHEET, 
DATABASE OR GRAPHIC FILES 


MacLinkPlus Application Method (05 X and below): 
1, Drag the file you wish to translate over the MacLinkPlus icon (or simply 
double-click on the MacLinkPlus application icon.) 


2. Click “Add Files” to select additional files to translate, if needed. You can 
also drag files into the MacLinkPlus window 


3. Click “Select” in the Destination Folder area and select the folder in 
which to place the translated file(s}, 


4. In the “Selected Files” window, highlight the file(s) you want to translate. 


5, Click “Translate”. You can now find the translated file in the folder you 
selected in step 3. 


Control-click Method (05 9.X and below): 
1. Control-click on the file. 


2. In the MacLinkPlus contextual menu, select "Translate To" and select 
the format (Mac or PC) that you wish to translate the file into. 


Double-click Method (0S 9.X and below): 
1, Double-click on the file. 


2. Select an application to open the file “with MacLinkPlus translation”. 
3. Click “Open”. 

Drag to Translate Method (05 9.X and below): 
1, Drag the file over the icon of the application you wish to open itin. 


2. In the window that appears, select the application to open the file 
“with MacLinkPlus translation”. 


3. Click “"Opan”. 
4, The file will be opened in the application you selected. 


Document Converter Method (05 9.X and below): 


1, Duplicate the Document Convertar in the MacLinkPlus folder 
{click on it once and select “Duplicate” from the File menu). 


2 Double-click on the Document Converter copy. 

3. Select the format you wish to translate the file into, 

4. Click “Set”. 

5. The name of Document Converter copy will change to the translator 
you selected, 


6. Drag the file you want to translate on top of the “Set” Document 
Converter. 


7. Anew copy of the file will be created in the format you set the 
Document Convert to translate to. 


VIEWING FILES 
TEXT OR GRAPHIC FILES 


MacLinkPlus Application Method (05 X and below): 
1, Launch the MacLinkPlus application. 


2. Click “Add Files” and select the file you want to view or drag and drop 
the file over the MacLinkPlus application, 


3, Inthe “Selected Files” window, highlight the file you want to view. 
4, Click “View”. 


Control-click Method (05 9.X and below): 
1, Control-click on the file. 


2. In the MacLinkPlus contextua! menu, select “Quick Preview” or 
"View In MacLinkPlus". Either option will view the contents of the file. 





DECOMPRESSING FILES 
DECOMPRESS OR DECODE 


MacLinkPlus Application Method (0S X and below): 
1. Launch the MacLinkPlus application, 


2, Click “Add Files” and select the file you want to decompress or drag 
and drop the file over the MacLinkPlus application, 


3. Click “Select” in the Destination Folder area and select the folder 
in which to place the decompressed/decoded file. 


4, Inthe "Selected Files” window, click the “turn down” errow to show 
the files compressed in the archive. 


5. Highlight the file you want to decompress/decode. 
6. Click “Decompress” or “Decode”. 


Control-click Method (05 9.X and below}: 
1. Control-click on the file. 


2. Inthe MacLinkPius contextual menu, select “Decompress in MaclLinkPlus” 


GARBAGE E-MAIL TEXT 
RETRIEVING A FILE FROM GARBAGE E-MAIL TEXT 


When file(s) are sent attached to an e-mail message, they are encoded by the 
mail package that is sending the e-mail using one of several encoding formats. 
Your e-mail package must recognize the encoding format and “decode” the 
attached file(s) back to their original form, Problems can arise when either your 
e-mail program does not support the encoding format or the file that was sent 
to you may appear as garbage (unrecognizable) text at the end of the e-mail 
message instead of as an attachment. To open the file(s) using MacLinkPlus: 


1. Save the e-mail message as “text” or select all the text in the message and 
drag the selection to a “clipping” file (if your e-mail program supports drag 
and drop). 

2. Launch the MacLinkPlus application. 


3. Click “Add Files” and select the text/clipping file you want to decode or drag 
and drop the file over the MacLinkPlus application, 


4. Click “Select” in the Destination Folder area and select the folder in which 
to place the decoded file, 


5. In the “Selected Files” window, highlight the file to decode. 
6. Click “Decode”. 


MacLinkPlus will support the features listed when the program being translated 


to supports the feature.
